A. U.S. newspaper writer who

Government employees. He con- 


tinues : 

“You learn, too, that even these 
staggering buildings usually are not 
sufficient to house all the em; 
ployees, and that ‘overflow’ bulld- 
ings are occupied here, there and 
everywhere all over the city. I had 
never happened to see the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission build- 
ing until the other day, and I con- 
fess it sent a cold shiver down my 
apine. The feeling one gets is that 
even a financial genius like Secre- 
tary Mellon will not be able to gct 
very far reducing taxes so long as 
the army of tax-eaters keeps on 
multiplying et a frightful rate. 
Surely, government in this country 
is being grossly overdone. We must 
be a bad lot to need so much re- 
gulating, eo much governing, 60 
much watching over and probing 
by government officials 

“Yet. is it not just possible that 
if we had needed less regulating, 
if we had been able to = our af- 
fairs more agreeably to the public 
at large, there would not have been 
e@et up all this inordinate and in- 
ordinately costly machinery to pry 
into our affairs and make us act 
Gecently towards one another and 
towards the public?” ‘ 
The same observations, with 

more or less variation, might be 
applied to every country, and to 
almost every state, province and 
municipality. The world is over- 
governed. And itis certainly 


paying for it. 


Fighting the ‘‘Dope.’’ 

Officials of the Federal Health 
Department are convinced that 
the drug traffic is on the decline 
in Canada. That eertainly is to 
be hoped, though the revelations 
recently made at Vancouver do 
not seem to support the conclu- 
sion. The officials of course rea- | 
son from the known quantities 
of drugs imported, and from the 
number of illicit dealers who 
have been caught. Their reason- 
ing may on that account be 
doubtful. If legal importations 
have fallen away it may be in 
part because underground chan- 
nels have been carrying more of 
the trade. And the number of 
crooks who are caught is not al- | 
ways a reliable indication of the | 
prevalence of crime. 

Parliament at last session did 
what was possible to curb the 
business by imposing more se- 
vere penalties upon dispensers | 
and addicts, and efforts have 
been made to enforce the law 
more energetically than in for- 
mer years. Evidence that good 
results have followed is gratify- 
ing. as it was to be expected. But | 
it would be a mistake to assum?

There is too mueh 
money to be made out of it to 


look for speedy or easy suppres- 
sion. What has beeh achieved is 
only proof that extinetion 
possible, not that ti has been at- 
tained.

Higher Prices and Why. 

The Western farmer who 
wants to buy a new implement 
next spring will not learn with 
indifference that the makers 
have advanced the prices of farm 
machines from five to ten per 
cent. On the contrary, a chorus 
of protest from the prairies may 
be listened for, and it will likely 
be cast into the shape of resolu- 
tions demanding a reduction in 
the tariff when the subject comes 
up for discussion in the annual 
conventions of the provincial 
farmers’ organizations. It is 
“laimed that conditions in the 
farming business are doubtful, 


where they are not positively 
adverse, that few farmers are 
making money and many scarce- 
ly making a living, and that in a 
general way the big crop of last 
year will not balance the losses 
of previous seasons through poor 
crops and falling prices. To a 
considerable extent the troubles 
of the farmer are at the buying 
rather than the selling end of his 
business. Produce prices have 
gone down, but with Europe as 
hard up as it is they can scarcely 
be expected to go up again. Be- 
cause he pays so much for what 
he buys rather than because he 
gets so little for what he sells, 
is pretty generally admitted by 
farmers to be the reason that 
the farm fails to show a surplus 
at the end of a year or a term of 
years.

No Breach in Premier Baldwin’s Family, 
“Comrade Oliver’’ Still Welcomed Home 


Just His Father’s Ideas He 
Opposes—Christian Soci- 
alist—Is Against Commun. 
ism—No Idler—Has Writ. 
ten Playlets and a Novel.

‘IVE hundred working men were crowded 
into a dingy meeting hal) in North Lon 
don. Most of them were mechanics and 

most of them were wearing their caps as they 
sat there filling the air with the smoke of cig 
arets The chairmen, tn a rasping cockney 
voice, introduced the speaker who stood up to 
be greeted by a prolonged roat of cheering 
which died down but was renewed with tre 
mendous enthusiasm. Comrade Oliver Baldwin 
son of Britain's prime minister, declared for the 
first time in London, his aliegiance to the cause 
of Socialism. 

Here is a slim blond Englishman with slight 
moustache and short fair beard. He is twenty 
four years of age. has the carriage of a soldier 
and the tired blue eyes of a man who bas suf 
fered The well-tailored dark suit, the carefu: 
blue tie and the woolen vest mark him as a map 
of some taste and the Pnglish respond to the 
suggest of ewank. Ip a voice that seemed accus 
tomed to command and in sentences that carried 
oints of the barracks square, he plunged straight 
into his subject. 

“Why am | a Socialist? It is perfectly simple. 
When | came back from the war | was waiting 
to eee how many of the things we had promised 
were going to come off. | am etil) waiting.” 
No one, he said, seemed to be taking tnto ac- 
count the sufferings be found on every hand, 
except the Labor party. “As regards my father,” 
be went on “I am not opposing him. I! am 
opposing principles that are not going to lead 
anywhere.” 

Oliver Baldwin is opposed to the affiliations 
of the Labor party with the [hird Internationale 
or witb any feature of communism for, as he 
explained, he had been the victim of that ele- 
ment in European politics and had witnessed 
the execution of seventy-five Armeniar Social- 
ists at the hands of the bolshevists. After the 
war, in which young Baldwin servea in the 
ranks of the Irisb Guards. be went to Armenia 
to train Armenian troops. “We were beaten by 
the Turks,” he admitted in an interview, “and 
the next montb the boishevists ewept down and 
took the country by force.’ Baldwin was im 
prisoned bu later released and with another 
companion made a winter march across the 
Cancasus only to be arrested again at Alexan- 
dropol where he was five months in chains. “I 
kept my sanity by walking round and iound my 
windowless, vermin-infested cell reciting Shakes- 
peare,” he said shortly after his return last 
summer 

By espousing the cause of Socialism, Oliver 
Baldwin has made no obreach in his father’s 
family. He stays at No. 10 Vowuing street while 
iu London and is a frequent visitor to Chequers, 


the country house of the premier. Recently he 
has heen living quietly on a farm in Oxford 
shire where be has been subjected to several 


recurring attacks of malaria fever acquired in 
the east. He has an insatiable appetite for in- 
formation and wil) talk with anyone at any 
time. 

Not long ago while motoring to Chequers, 
young Baldwin passed @ man who seemed to be 
in a great burry He stopped, gave bim a lift 
and learnec that he was a gypsy whe was going 
to tetch a midwife to attend tc a woman of the 
caravan. The midwife was secured in Baldwin's 
car and by way of appreciation of the service 
a gypsy boy will grow up on the bigh roads of 
England named Oliver Baldwin Coleman. 

A genuine love of England and a lofty ideal- 
ism are the two vita!) elements on young Bald 
win's socialism. In talking to the working men 
of North London it was obvious that be felt 
bitterly tbe attitude of England in the Near 
Hast. We regretted that the prestige of Eng- 
jand should have fallen to its present state in 
Europe. It is the patriotism of a young man— 
a map who has had many illusfons shattered 
jt is the patriotism perhaps of a romanticist for 
there is still much of the dreamer in Oliver 
Baldwin. His is the Christian Socialism of 
William Morvis. His speeches are sprinkled 
with the phrases of Morris and, ip a sense he 
suggests the Morris-Rossetti days. But maybe 
it is only the short blond beard and the soft 
collar. ‘The striving for a solid fraternity free 
of class made distinctions and the joy of com 


mov service are thoughts that keep coming to 
the surface in his speeches. 

There is no humor in young Valdwin'’s words 
He only told bis Cockney audience one anecdote 
and, though they roared with delight, be found 
nothing funny in it as it was only an illustra 
tion of a class attitude
